W ashington, Oct. 3.— F ig u re s being 
preparer today by governm ent ex­

ence show that Jap an is arm ing at a 
furious pace, a Tate many tim es fa st­ 
er than any other world power. 
The figures are authentic so far 
a s is possible to m ake them . 
They 
represent the work of Am erican ob­ 
servers abroad, the com bing o f sta­ 
tistics here and are supplem ented by 
such special information a s has been 
obtained through special channels. 
From a fourth rate naval power 
before the world w ar Ja p a n crept up 
until she soon will be on even footing 
with the United States and snapping 
at G reat Britain’s 
heels 
fo r 
naval 
leadership unless checked. 
The figures being prepared here for 
use of the American delegation at 
the arm am ent conference show that 
the Japan ese people now are stagger­ 
ing- under burden of naval arm am ents 
narly three tim es greater in propor­ 
tion than that of any other peoples. 
Thirty-two cents out of every dollar of 
Japan ese taxes go fo r the upkeep of 
the present navy and the tremedous 
new fighting machines now under con­ 
struction. 
If Jap an ’s expenditures were mul­ 
tiplied by three, the experts say, they 
would more nearly reflect the actual 
conditions, for Jap an can m aintain her 
navy and build new battleships at 
about one third what it costs 
the 
United States. Coolie labor, 
cheaper 
m aterials and domestic conditions gen­ 
erally perm it Jap an to outstrip the 
world in economical naval construction 
Japan ese workers received about one 
third what American labor receives, 
while the rate of pay fo r Ja p a n ’s class 
and enlisted strength is about one 
fourth what Am erican officers and 
men receive. 
The total of the Jap an ese budget 
also is “cam ouflaged” according to 
Am erican experts, in th at it does not 
contain the cost of m ilitary and civil 
government 
in 
K orea, 
Saghalen 
islands, Form osa and Shantung. 
American 
observers 
have 
exper­ 
ienced considerable difficulty in ar­ 
riving at accurate figu res on Jap an ’s 
naval and army expenditures because 
of the close secrecy with which the 
Tokio government exercises in these 
m atters.

C alling of 
the strike, approved by the trainm en 
and the shop^crafts is held in abeyance 
pending the outcome of the strike votd 
of the other brotherhood fc 
Although officials were Reticent in 
discussing their plans in advance of 
the tabulation of the ballots, it w as 
strongly intimated that no

strike th at would paralyze the entire 
transportation system of the nation is 
contemplated. From sources seem ing- i 
Iv authoritative, it was learned that 
the em ployes will concentrate

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CONSOLIDATION OF THE RAILROADS INTO 
NINETEEN SYSTEMS. 


This country is about to engage in one of the greatest rail­ 
road debates in its history. 
Under the Transportation Act of j 
1920 the Interstate Commerce Commission was directed to pre­ 
pare and adopt a plan for the consolidation into a limited number 
of systems of all the railway properties of the United States. 
The tentative plan of the commission has been made public. I 
It proposes to take the great and the little railway systems of the 
United States and by coupling these together and hitching on the 
minor roads change about 200 separate railway lines 01 all lengths 
and all degrees of vigor into no more than nineteen g r e a t 
and 
vigorous systems. 
ic would take the Pennsylvania System and hook it up with 
the Toledo, Peoria and Western and the Long Island and Mononga­ 
hela. The Baltimore and Ohio and the Reading, together with the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford and the Lehigh and Hudson, 
would become a single system reaching from 
the 
Mississippi 
River to New England. 
The Illinois Central would be tied up 
with the Seaboard Air Line and minor Southeastern lines. 
The 
Union Pacific, the Chicago Northwestern and a part of the 
Wabash would become another unit. 
Consolidation in no one 
group is carried to the point, however, where a transcontinental 
system from the Atlantic to the Pacific is proposed. 
Historic systems are to lose their identity and the pattern 
of the rail-systems maps of America are to be changed. 
The 
proposals mentioned above are typical of all the others. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission was told that in the 
unifying plans competition must be preserved as nearly as possi­ 
ble. 
Existing routes and the old channels of transport were to 
be maintained wherever practicable. 
Subject to these restrictions, the systems were to be so ar­ 
ranged that the cost of transportation between competing systems 
should be as nearly the same as possible. 
Consolidation along the lines indicated can come, but is tfkely 
to arrive only after long debate and some of the most masterful 
maneuvering on the part of railway captains that has been seen 
since the days of Harriman and Hill

A 
certain percentage of hairs will re­ 
appear and not he perm anently done 
away with until the second or even 
third visit to an electric needle spec­ 
ialist. The best home treatm ents fol­ 
low. 


Hydrogen. Use peroxide frequently te 
bleach the hairs on the face or arm 
for this will not only make the growth 
less visible, but it will partially des­ 
troy. Rub the part of the skin where 
spermous hairs appear with a wet 
pumice stone. 
This discourages the 
growth. 


Miss M. Ta P.—Sage tea is made 
by steeping the leaves in boiling wa­ 
ter, until the strength has been ex­ 
tracted. The walnut coloring is made 
by gently simmering the hulls of w al­ 
nuts until all the color is extracted, 
then strain the decoction through a 
fine cloth. 
This will color the hair, hut it will 
also strain the fingers and the scalp. 
You can protect the hands with old kid 
gloves and use such care in handling 
the extract, that it will not get on the 
exposed parts of the scalp.

to be paid regardless of where the 
tttifvice teas rendered, 
Darlington 
said. He continued. 
’‘This amendment Mas prepared j 
bv the American Legion of Ohio in j 
accordance with the practically un­ 
anim ous desire of the members of j 
the Legion in this state. It was ap- j 
proved unanimously by the Senate j 
and House and I knoM- that on the 
above date the voters of Ohio wfll 
show tnat their gratitude is no less J 
man tnat of 
the voters in 
fifteen I 
other states who have passed similar J 
measures and that it may never be 
said, and it is unthinkable that it 
ever would be said, that tho State 
of Ohio was the first state in the 
Union to repudiate this 
debt 
of 
gratitude. 
• “It may not bo common knowledge 
that, the pay of the soldier was ap­ 
proximately one dollar per day and 
that out of that pay there was taken

workers in the shipyards had

ceived as high as thirty dollars per 
day; that the wages of the civilian 
employes of 
the 
Government

’ Washington had 
been 
doubled, 
trebled and more during the war, 
while his pay had 
remained

same. The minimum wage of five 
dollars per day was paid to those 
who kept the military 
record 
at 
Washington for the dollar a day sol­ 
dier. Government civilian employes 
received, and are still receiving, a 
bonus of twenty dollars per month. 
It is this inequality of compensation 
which the Adjusted 
Compensation 
amendment aims in a very small 
way to adjust.
